Dear E'Jitor: 

Do you- sense the gearing 
up for war? The hid'den 
hands in Washington have 
long used war os a wea.pon 
to advance their totalitarian 
schemes. Since they did not 
get %Yii.at they wanted in 
World War I, which wa.s to 
trick the United States into 
the world government t.hc-n 
known as the League of Na¬ 
tion, tliey tried again with 
World War II. They pro¬ 
voked the .Tapanese to the 
point of attacking ms. They 
knew for certain that the 
.Tapoinese attack would come 
on December 7, 1941 at Pearl 
Harbor, Ix-ccvi.se- they had 
previously 'broken the secret 
Japanese cerde. 

They lot the attack go on 
as schcdulod in order to 
trick America into the war, 
after whidh, they manoiv- 
vored our cxmintry into tlie 
Communist United Nations, 
founded by Soviet spy Algor 
'Hiss. 

Only five years later, in 
1950, we were i.n Korea un¬ 
der United Nations cantrol, 
which meant that the Com- 
mi.ini.sts \verc> directing our 
activities while we were sup¬ 
posed to bo fighting Com- 
m'uui.sm. So it should liavo 
been no surprise that Korea 
was fh,e first war we com id 
not win.

States is arming Iwth .side;,;.

Nixon .simply gave the I.'-'- 
raelis .ubout three billion 
dollars worth of our miii- 
taiy equipment. Such a 
giveaway wa.s totally il¬ 
legal, taut remember tliat the 
Arabs a.ne getting their mili¬ 
tary equipment from Rrissia 
and it.s satellites, and l.h:il 
the United’ States is sending 
Ituissia the cejmputors that 
go into tlie mi.ssiles that 
shoot .low.n the Israeli 
plangs. Roccmtly it wa.s an- 
nminccd that the United 
States will .supply nuclear 
energy to both sides.

YOU AND 
THE LAW 

Sierra Madre, like mo.'^t 
other cities, has a juvenile 
curfew ordinance. Secton 
0303 of the Sierra Madre City 
Code proviidcs that ever.v 
person under the age of 
eighteen years who loitens 
about lire public, .streets or 
other public place within the 
city between 10 p.m. and 
.sunrise the following day is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Note that the .section pro¬ 
hibits loitering by juveniles 
during certain hours and 
does not prohibit their mere 
presence in a public place. 
For this reason the law 
would more appropriately he 
called an anti-loitering ordi¬ 
nance rather th,an a curfew 
law. For the purpose of this 
law loitering is defined to 
mean to idle, to loaf, to 
stand by idly, or to walk, 
drive or ride abc/ut aimlos-s- 
ly without lawful purpose. 
According to the definition, 
there would bo no violatum 
of the law if a juvenile i.s 
out after 10 p.m. to return 
home from a date or other 
activitj' as lo.n^ as he or 
she is not loitering in a 
public place. 

Although, .juveniles may 
be out ^tor 10 p.m. for a 
lawful purpese, parents 
should arrange transporta¬ 
tion for young children who 
are returning home after 
dark to insure for their safe¬ 
ty and well being. 

Parents also should be 
aware that they may be 
subject to prosecution if 
they knowingly aid, abet, 
or encourage their juvenile 
children to violate any pro¬ 
vision of the curfew law.

Pla.nt.s a.re considered 
poisonous if, wihen eaten in 
sufficient quantity, they 
cause serious illness or 
death. This is to distinguish 
them from plants that 
merely ca'use ra.«hes or itchi- 
ne.ss. Such plants are clasi.s- 
fied as allergenic. Their ef¬ 
fect is less imiversal than 
poi.sonous plant; that i.s, 
some people are affected 
and .some are not. 

Any plant that i.s luoeful 
in healin.g is classified as 
a medicinal plant whether it 
is an herb, weed, shrub or 
tree. Some plants are both 
mrdicin.al and poison o u 
Oleander, for example, is a 
deadly .poisonous shrub 
growing all over Southe r n 
California. It also contains 
an antibiotic which inhibits 
the growth and multiplica¬ 
tion of .staphylococci, a b.ac- 
teria common to hospitals 
and which has become resis¬ 
tant to penicillin.

standards. Inherent in any 
.governmental program is 
the .stated intent and the 
unstated philosophy that 
undergirds the legislation. 
It i.s important to under- 
.stand the premises that 
spa.wn program.s like OSHA. 

OSHA .supporters stated 
that their intent was to .pro¬ 
tect the worker. OK? Well, 
what Is the un.stated pre- 
mi.se? In this cii.se it is that 
va.st numbert; of b’-vsiness- 
mcn are indifferent to their 
employees’ safely and need 
to be prompted' by govern¬ 
ment to install .safety fea¬ 
tures to protect their work¬ 
ers.

“Thursday, March 20, will go down as a black day 
in the history of California. It is the day when the State 
went to ix)l . . . literally,” commented State Senator H. 
L. Richardson (R-Arcadia) uix>n passage of SB 95. “By 
only one (1) vote, the liberalization of our marijuana 
laws took place,” he said. “Twenty-one (21) votes were 
cast. Each man casting an Aye vote must bear the respon¬ 
sibility of being the deciding vote which will cause the 
expanded use of marijuana in California., 

“The author of the bill, .Senator George Moscone (D- 
San Francisco) stated that recent ix)lls show that “only” 
eight per cent of the population is deterred by the present 
laws. Do you know what eight per cent represents?” asked 
Senator Richardson. “Eight per cent represents more than 
1.6 million citizens- 

“There is no doubt in my mind that this bill will 
slide through the Assembly like water through a sieve. 
The bill will repeal the penalties for being under the in- 
flutmeo, ixjsscssing paraphernalia, being in a place where 
marijuana is used, or given away, or furnishing a place 
where marijuana as being used or given away. Thus this 
bill encourages, rather than discourages, groups getting 
together for communal smoking of marijuana,” continued 
Senator Richardson. “It is doubtful that any significant 
enforcement will take place once this bill becomes law. 
If the public sits idly by and allows their representatives 
to be re-elected after voting for this bill, then the sin of 
this legislation resides not only upon the legislator, but 
upon those who elect him. 

“Here are the men who voted for this bill. If any of 
them had changed his vote, the bill would not have 
passed. The men are Senator Ruben S. Ayala (D-San 
Bernardino), Senator Peter H. Behr (R-San Rafael), Sena¬ 
tor Anthony Bcilenson (D-Los Angeles), Senator Randolph 
Collier (D-Del Norte, Humboldt, Lake, Mendocino, Siski¬ 
you, Sonoma and Trniity Counties), Senator Ralph C. Dills 
(D-Gardena) ,Senator John F. Dunlap (D-Napa), Senator 
Arlen Gregorio (D-Menlo Park), Senator Nate Holden (D- 
Los Angeles), Senator Joseph M. Kenncik (D-Long Beach), 
.Senator MUton Mark (R-San Francisco), Senator James R. 
Mills (D-Chula Vista), Senator George R. Moscone (D-San 
Francisco), Senator Nicholas C. Petris (D-Oakland), Sena 
lor Robert B. Presley (D-Riverside), Senator Omer L. Rains 
(D-Santa Barbara), Senator David A. Roberti (D-Holly- 
wood).

If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
wo can help you to catch up a little. Here arc a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver's license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dejpcndence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is "medically safe.” ReseSfA b 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects, 

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
"good” or "bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines ("ups”) can drivd • 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him ^ 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eadog 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotiOMl 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal ("crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescripUon. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doseS can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
